Where the Morrisen Mena Cialm that They Wil 
Mave Thiegs 4/\ thelr Own Way. 

WASHINGTON, May 7—It seems to be the 
general impression among tLe revenue reform 
democrats that the defeat of the Morrison 
bill disposes of the tariff question for this 
session. No further effort will be made. it is 
understood, by their wing of the party. to 
take itup, and though they think it prob 
abie that the wool men will make another at- 
tempt to secure a restoration of the woo! 
rates of the tariff of 1867, they feel 
sure that the house will 
not reverse its action of a few weeks ago in 
refusing their restoration, Although they 
feel keenly the defeat, the democrats of the 
Morrison wing of the party are not entirely 
castdown. They say that the fight for reve- 
nue reform hasenly begun. One hundred 
and fifty democrats, they say, have, on a test 
vote, declared in favor of a moderate measure 
of tariff reform, and though __ these 
one hundred and fifty democrats, constituting 
more than three fourths of the democratic 
party in the house, have been defeated by a 
combination of democrats and republicans, 
the significance of sucha vote cannot be set 
aside. In the democratic national gonvention 
convention at Chicago, they say there will 
be no republicans whomsthe minority might 
form alliances to defeat the willof the ma- 
jority, and these reformers expect to secure

Meeting of the General Convention in Baltimore— 
The Attendance, 

BaLTimMore, May 7.—The annuai session of 
the southern Baptist church convention be- 
gan this morning at 10 o'clock, in the Sev- 
enth Baptist church, Saratoga and Pace 
streets. Rev. Dr. P. H. Mell, chancellor of 
the university of Georgia, moderator of the 
last convention, called the body to. order. 
Tne delegates were present from churches in 
Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, K en- 
tucky, Tennéssee, Arkansas and Missouri.

The committee on order of business 
was appointed with instructions to report as 
soon as possible. Key. I. T. Tichener, 
corresponding secretary read the report of 
the home mission society, showing that 144 
missionaries have been engaged at 338 
churches and stations; Sunday schools num- 
ber 145; teachers and pupils, 5.587; commu- 
canis added were 4,190; money expended 
was about $48,000; the iacrease in laborers 
was fifty percent. The Chinese mission in 
California was abandoned because it isin the 
jurisdiction of tbe northern churches, and 
the results were not such as to warrant its 
continuance. The work among the Indians 
has been successful and encouraging, a/so 
the work among the colored people. The 
report of the treasurerof the board of for- 
eign missions shows receipts to be $79,903. 
The disbursements were $80,085. Of ‘the re- 
ceipts. $4 945 was contributed by the Mary- 
Jland Baptist churches. The report of the 
treasurer of the convention showeda small 
balance on hand. fhereports of home and 
foreign missions were referred to the com- 
mittee on business, 
THE AFRICAN METHODIST. 

Ata meeting of the general conference of 
the African M E church to-day. the quad- 
rennial address was made Sby Bishop Dick- 
erson, of North Carolina. He _ referred 
to the decision of the supreme 
court of the United States on the civil rights 
law, and declared it a disgrace to our civili- 
zation. He also spoke of education as the 
hope and success of the race. Dr. Green, of 
Louisiana, spuke on the subject of education 
in the church, which consumed the re- 
mainder of the session. 

The conference concurred by acclamation 
in Bishop Dickerson's recoMmendation that 
a prolonged session of fasting and prayer be 
observed in the hope of getting from God 
those righis which were denied them among 
their fellow men.

SUNK IN MID-OCEAN, 


THE FATE OF THE “STATE OF 
FLORIDA” ASCERTAINED. 


The Steamer Collides With a Bark In Mid-Ocean 
and Beth Ge Underthe Water—123 Lives Lost 
On the State cf Florida, and 12 on the 
Bark—The News Picked Up—Bte, 


New York, May 7.—A dispatch from Fatb- 
er Point, Quebec, states that the steamship 
‘Titania,’ from Glasgow, passed inward at 
0:45 o’clock this morning. She has on board 
twenty-four of the crew of the steamship 
“State of Florida,” that vessel having been 
sunk by acollision with a bark in mid ocean 
Out of 167 persons on the Siate of Florida on- 
ly forty-four were saved, and of the bark’s 
crew, only the captain and two of the men 
were rescued. One hundred and twenty-three 
souls went down with the steamer and twelve 
with the bark, making the total loss of life 


one hundred and thirty-five. The survivors 
will probably be landed at Quebec, 
THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 

The distance from Father Point to Quebec, 
where the steamer “Titania,” with the crew 
of the wrecked ‘‘State of Florida,” is expect- 
ed to make her next landing—being nearly 
three hundred miles—makes it doubtful 
whether the particulars of the disaster can be 
learned until a late hour to-night. Austin, 
Baldwin & Co., general agents of the State 
steamship company, received this morning a 
dispatch which was practically a duplicate of 
that received by the adeoclated ptenk It reads 
as follows: 

FATHER PoIstT, Que., May 7.—Donalson™ steam- 
ship Titania, inward bound, has on board 2 of 
the crew of the steartahip State of Florida. The 
latter vessel collided with @ bark in midocean, 
and wentrightdown. Out of 167 souls only 44 
‘were saved if the other 20 have also been picked 
up. The bark also went down with twelve souls. 
The survivors will be landed at Quebec tonight. 


These two accounts are not inconsistent 
with the report made by the City of Rome 
that the ship which signaled her in mid- 
ocean had on board a portion of the crew of 
the State of Florida, but on the other hand 
they corroborate that story, and lead to the 
conclusion that the twenty who were not 
picked up by the Titania was rescued by an- 
other vessel. The agents cannot account for 
the collision, as the seamen of the State of 
Florida were well trained, and from the cap- 
tain down were experienced and careful men, 

PROGRESS OF THE TITANIA, 

Another dispatch from Farther Point, 
Quebec, says that the Titania  fre- 
mained there so short a time that only 
brief particulars could be had. The twenty 
other supposed survivers were in anohter 
boatand are supposed to have been picked up 
by some other vessel. The sunk bark’s 
name is unknown by any of those on the 
Titania, The Titania wil] arrive at Quebec 
about 8 p. m. to-night, but will only ex- 
change pilots there and proseed for Montreal. 
It is probable that the survivors will be sent 
ashore at Quebec with a pilot boat, and put 
in charge of the proper authorities. Advices 
from Farther Point say that the'Titania, hay- 
ing gone on to (Jaebec with no delay, will 
reach that city asearly as 9 o’clock to-night 
if conditions continue favorable. It will be 
impossible to get a statement regarding the 
circumstances under which the collision and 
disaster occurred, or to learn the names of 
the survivors until Thursday. 

(JUEBEC, May 7.—The steamer Titania did 
noiland here the rescued people from the 
State of Fiorida, but carried themon to 
Toronto. Thé vessel was boarded here by re- 
porters. Of these saved a large majority 
were members of the,crew of the lost steam- 
ship. 

THE STORY OF THE WRECK. 

The following is the official reportof the 
third officer of the State of Florida, now of 
the Titania: 

We ieft New York on the 12th of April with about 
167 passengers and crew, and a full general cargo. 
All went well until the night of the 18th at 11:30, 
when we collided with the bark Panama, of (hat- 
ham, Captain Heyburn. Both vessels went down 
almost instantly, and outofthe steamer’s passen- 
gerisand crew only 44, including the stewardess 
managed to escape in the boats. Of the 
bark’s crew of fifteen, only the 
Captain and two seamen wee saved. 
Next morning the bark was observed 
boitom up The survivors, after having been 
thirty-five hours in the boats, without food or 
water, were rescued by the Norwegian bark The 
resa, of Christiana, from that port, bound fol 
Quebec. On the 22d, twenty.four of them were 
transferred on board the ship Louisa, of and from 
Cardiff, for Quebec. They remained oo that vessel 
until the 5.nof May, when they were taken on 
board the Titania for Quebec. it is believed that 
185 iives were lost, 

The third officer, James A.lan, in an inter- 
view told the following story: 

‘The night on which the disaster occurred wa' 
clear, though mooniess, and the sea was assmooth 
as glass. He (the third officer) retired to his bunk 
at § o’clock, leaving the chief officer, Thompson in 
charge of the deck. Abeutl1:30 he heard signals 
suddenly given to stop the steamer’s engives, fol 
lowed b\w fearful crash. He rushed immediately 
on deck, and the first thing he noticed was 
a red light pretty close on their starboard bow’ 
At the same moment he heaid the chief officer’s 
voice, ana the cry of ‘*Collision,’’ and perceived 
a bark which bad 1ua into them godown, Run- 
ning to the side of his own vessel, he endeavored 
to ascertain the damage done, and perceiving an 
immeuse gaping hole into which the sea was fast 
pouring, and feeling as he said himself that the 
steemer was doomed, he hurried to the Captain, 
who at once got out the boats, all of which 
were down in fifteen minutes. Tne State 
of Florida, just keeled over to port and went down 
stern foremost, As neareas he could calculate 
the disaster occured in latitude 49 degrees, north, 
386 degrees, 80, west, or Within about 1,200 
miles uf the lrish coast, as 
Wiacn their last bearings were taken 
on that day thoy were in about latitude 47 de- 
grees 50 minutes north, longitude 38 degrees 35 
minutes west. As the vessel went down all on 
deck, including the captain, were washed off by 
the sea. Allan further stated that the captain was 
exceedingly cool, too cool in fact, as he 
did not seem to look upen the danger as serious or 
pressing, aud this, together with the fact that he 
vppeared in no hurry to save himself, was possibly 
the reason that none of the passeugers were not 
save 

All of the rescued people agreed that the 
case of the State of Florida was the quickest 
and most appalling disaster they had ever 
heard of. . James Steele Ayer, surgeon of the 
State of Florids, was of opinion that the real 
inwardness of the accident would never be 
ascertained, as the whole thing was too sud- 
den. The passengers were all in bed at the 
time, and so were the sailors off duty. He 
gays theflicers, crew and passengers all 
seem to have lost their heads. 


SINKING OF THE ROMANO. 


Another Collision at Sea—The Nevada's Freight—No 
Lives Lost.) 

Sr. Jonns, N. F., May 7.—Captain Brenner, 
of the steamer Nevada, of the Guion line, 
has the following additional particulars of 
the collision with the Romano: On Monday, 

th inst., at noon, while in latitude 42:50, 
longitude 47:25, while on our way from New 
York to Liverpool, four days out, we collided 
with the Romano, of Hull, belonging to the 
Wilson line, We struck the ship on the port 
side, abaft midships, bursting into the engine 
room. The Romano sank in less than an hour. 
Her passengers and crew came on board 
to us in their own boats. It was calm at 
the time with a heavy swell. The compart- 
ment is full of water, and our bows are beat- 
en in from four foot to deck, when some of 
our cargo was shifted and temporary repairs 
effected, we bore up for St. Johns. On San- 
day we fell in with the St, Lourant, and 
transhipped the passengersof the Romano, 
two in number, her crew and our own pav- |

_ THE PLATFORM 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

The democracy of Kentucky in convention as- 
sembied declare, 

First. We pledge ourselves anew to the constitu- 
tional doc'rines and traditions of the democratic 
party, a6 is illustrated by the teachings ano ¢xam- 
ple of a longline of democratic statesmen and 
patriots, as embodied in the piatforms of the 
national democratic conventions of 1876 and 1880. 

Second. We do especially renew our declarations 
of hostility to ceutralization, as that dangerous 
spirit of enroacbment whicno tends to consolidate 
tne powers of the government, and thus to create, 
in whatever form, a real despotism, with all sub- 
sidies to corporations and grauts, without consid- 
eration, 6f public property, and we again express 
our conviction of the urgeut necessity of a general 
and thorough reform of the civil service 

Third. We do especially deny the right of the 
government to surrender its taxing power to cor« 
porations or individuals, which isthe result both 
of the theory and practice of tne republican party, 
and we denounce the present tariff, which bur- 
Fihensthe people with excessive war taxes in 
time of peace, asa masterpiece of injustice, in- 
equality and false pretenses. We arruign the re- 
publican party as the creator and defender ofa 
system which has impoverished many industries to 
subsidize a few; which has prohibited imports 
| thatit might purchase the products of American 
labor and degrade Amercan commerce from the 
first to an inferior rank on the high 
seas; which has cut down the sales of American 
manufacturers at home aud abroad, and has de- 
pleted the returnsfrom American agriculture, an 
industry followed by half of our people. It cosis 
the tax payers five times more than it yields te 
the treasury. It promotes fraud. fosters smuggling, 
corrupts officials enriches a few by forcing boun 
ties irom the many, and favors dishonest bankrupt 
merchants above honest ones. We assert the docu- 
| trine of the constitution that all taxation shall 
be exclusively for revenues and demand that 
ne more revenue shall be collected than is required 
to meet the expenses and obligations of the govern- 
pment, ccopomically administered, 

Fourth. Believing that no geographical lines 
Should exist in this country, as a test uf eligibility 
‘to any office in the gift of the white people. but 
that the standard of honesty, competency, fidelity 
fand coustitutional citizenship alone should pre 
fyail, Kentucky recommends to the democracy of 
the union for the presidency of the United States 
him whoee elevation to the third office in the na. 
tion wasthe first step to the obliteration of the

GRANT ON THE SITUATION. 


He Favers Legan, and Thinks the Wiseion of the 
Republican Party Not Yet Ended. 

New York, May 7.—A reporter of the Mail 
and Express interviewed General Grant upon 
the political and industrial situation of this 
country yesterday morning, concluding only 
a few minutes before the announcenient of 
the suspension of the Marine bank was made. 
General Grant was in good condition and 
sanguine, notwithstanding he has not yet 
gotten rid of his crutch. Among other 
things he said: 

The southers states. have developed won- 
derfully in the last fifteen years, and I see no 
reason why the southern states, at the end of 
the century,should not be thetleading manufac 
turing section, particular!y in cotton fabrics 
and iron in all its forms. 

To the question im reference to the elec- 
toral commission the general was asked: 

‘‘What truth is there inthe oft published 
stories that you had massed troops in the 
capitol at washington with a view of pre- 
venting any attempt to inaugurate Til- 
den ?”’ 

‘‘None. There were no troops massed there 
at all. I intended to maintain peace and 
order at all hazards. and I[ proposed to see 
installed in the presidential chair the man 
who congress decided was elected, whether 
it was Tilden or Hayes, I had 
no desire or power to influence the question 
of deciding who the‘peopie had elected to the 
presidency. That was a matter entirely with 
congress. It is true that I had directed Gen- 
eral Sherman to have his troops that were in 
Baltimore and other points, near 
Washington, so that they could _ be 
brought there on telegraphic notice, in case 
of riot or disturbance, but this step was not 
in the benefit of either of the political pars 
ties, nor either of the candidates for the press 
idency. There was not a soldier under arms 
in Washington at the time. 

Question.—"‘What of the stability of the 
republican party ;eneral.’’ 

Answer—'‘We will have always two pars 
ties in this country. When one of them has 
falfilled its mission. it is*generally followed 
by a shaking up, and each of the new 
parties will then find in their 
ranks, men who previously have been in op- 
posite parties. But to answer your question 
I don’t think the misson of the republican 
party has yet been fulfilled, nor will it beso 
long as the states lately in rebellion are solid- 
ly with one party without regard to platform 
or principle.” 

In the further course of the interview the 
general expressed his preference for Logan as 
the presidential candidate.

JUDAH P. BENJAMIN. 


DEATH OF THE GREAT LAWYER 
AND STATESMAN. 


The Siory of a Womdertal Life, Eaded—The Quarre! 


im the Eng! sh Censervative Party—The Soe- 
Clatist Agitation In Germany—Tne Mor- 
ganatiec Marriage of Prines Christian. 


Loxpon, May 7.—Judah P. Benjamin, the 
distinguished lawyer and advocate and ex- 
member of the government of the southern 
coufederacy, is dead. He died in his apart: 
ments, avenue Jena, Paris. He had been in 
failing health ever since he fell, while de- 
scending from a tramway car several years 


ago. 


Judah Peter Benjamin was born in Santa Do- 
mivgo in 1812, of Jewisn parents, who emigrated 
to Savannah in 1318. He entered Yale college in 
1825, but left without graduating. in 1832 ne went 
to New Orleans and studied law, supporting him- 
self by teaching. He was admitted to the bar in 
1834, aud rapid!y rose to a high position in the 
profession. He became prominent asa politician, 
attaching himself to the whig party. 
In 1852 he was chosen to the sen- 
ate of the United States, soon allying him- 
self to tae democratic party, in consequence of the 
action of the two parties on the slavery ques. 
tion. Im 1859 he was re-elected to the senate, his 
colleague being John Slidell On February 4tho; 
1860, afterhaving firmly allied himself with the 
confederacy, he withdrew from the senate and 
was made the attorney general of its ‘provisional 
government. In August he was appointed acting 
secretary of war, resigningin 1862. He stood high 
in the confidence of Jefferson Davis, and was 
made secretary Of the state, which position he 
held until the downfall of the confederacy, when 
he went to London, where he has since lived, and 
bas made a great reputation in the practice of his 
profession. 


CHURCHILL CENSURED, 


Lonpon, May 7.—-The sensation caused by 
the withdrawal of Lord Randolph Churchill, 
continues. The facts regarding the difficulty 
which have been imperfectly known herete~ 
fore, are now learned to have been as follows: 
Churchill, after baving become chairman of 
the Conservative Union association, slighted 
and ignored the Marquis of Salisbury’s central 
conservative committee. He claimed thatthe 
council of the anion had control of the entire 
conservative party, and that it had in fac: 
become a caucus. He appointed an execu- 
tive committee consisting of himself, Mr. 
Gorst and Sir Henry Drummond Wolff. The 
association, however, adopted a resolution 
that the council and central committee should 
work in harmony. Churchill, looking upon 
this action as a vote of censure, retired from 
further connection with the association. The 
correspondence between Churchill and Lord 
Salisbury is so acrimonious that a reconcilia- 
tion of the two leaders is entirely improba.

Lord Randolph Churchill has written a 
letter, in which he asserts that the statements 
published inthe Standard to the effect that 
he had withdrawn from the conservative 
party are er tae | untrue and the work of 
some evil minded person, anxious to gratify 
private malice. He concludes his letter by 
saying that neither the writer of these 
articles norany one else has the slightest 
power to ceusure him for his work in con- 
ducting the conservative cause in the house 
of commons, or to drive him from the con- 
servative ranks. 

A SOCIALIST MANIFESTO. 

Lonpos, May 7.—Tne Vienna papers an- 
nounce that the Austrian socialist democrats 
have issued a manifesto at Pesth. Several 
copies have been seized there, and many have 
been circulated in Vienna. It asserts that 
so ialism is meeting with constant develop- 
m ent, and counsels its adherents there to re 
nounces secret agitation and defend publicly 
all party reforms. The socialist democrats 
manifesto .declare a desire for a reduction of, 
the bours of daily labor and universal suffrage- 
which will prepare the way for an early sol u 
tion of the social question. It further asserts 
that an economic crisis is imminent, and that 
America must put a stop to emigration from 
Europe to that country. 

THE NEW GERMAN REPRESSION LAWS, 

Beruin, May 7.—The proposed bill in re- 
gard to explosives, which has been submitted 
to the committee of the bundesvuth, makes it 
necessary to obtain police authority in order 
to'make, sell import or possessexplosives, It 
provides further that the illegal use or posses- 
sion of explosives or public incitement to 
anarchy by speech, placard or pamphiet, 
shall be punished with penal servitude, or 
when attended with loss of life, death. 

A ROYAL MARRIAGE WHICH CAUSES PAIN. 

Paris May 7.—A dispatch to the Morning 
News from Berlin states that there is no 
longer any doubt of the morganatic marriage 
of tue Grand Dake of Hesse Darmstadt. The 
dispatch says that the marriage has created a 
great, even painful, sensation in Germany 
and Austria.

GRANT'S GREAT BREAK. 


Th Latest Developments in R« gerd te the Falare 
ef the Martae Ureak. 


New Yorx, May 7.—It has long been known 
that Mr. Fish, president of the Marine bank, 
is one of the largest operators in real estate 
in this city. He bas recently bought largely 
both improved and unimproved property in 
allparts of thecity. He is the owner of the 
Booth’s theater property, the rebuilding of 
which has just been completed; the Mystic 
fiat, 39th street and Broadway, and the 
Casino, the handsomest in this country. The 
firm with which he was connected was ve 
intimately associated with the Marine ban 
in all its transactions. In conneetion with 
its real estate operations the firm is said to 
have recently borrowed large sums of money 
and when its loans were cailed in it was un- 
able to meet its obligation, and had recourse 
to the Marine bank to procure the necessary 
funds, The Marine bank was organized 1852, 
and was considered to be one of the strongest 
corporations in New York. Fish has been its 
president for twen'y-six years, and hes al~ 
ways been regarded as a manof sound) busi- 
ness principles. 

Mr. Elwell, vice president, was one of the 
incorporators. The capital of the bank is 
$400,000, and its surplus is stated at $150,900, 

THE VILLAIN IN THE PROT. 

Ferdinand Ward, who has been, it is said, 
engaged in real estate speculations with Fish. 
was atone timea clerkin the produce ex- 
change, but became wealthy by dealing in 
produce exchange certificates. Among the 
creditors of the Marine bank are the coiton 
exchange, which had $40,000 on deposit, 
and the coffee exchange, whose account was 
only $3,600. None of the other exchanges are 
affected by the failure. President Hatch, 
of the stock exchange, stated this afternoon 
that he did not think the failure would have 
any influence upon the price of stocks, the 
slight depression in the market yesterday 
being only temporary. The records of the 
register’s Office yesterday show that James 
D Fish has borrowed $100,000 from the 
First National bank on the Mystic 
flats in Thirty~ninth street, and: that vu 8. 
Cirant, Jr., has sold the property in Seventy~ 
third street purchased by him the day before 
for $27,500 to 8. af. Hamilton. 

The Boson correspondent of the Marine 
bank of New York is the Everett National, to 
which less than $125,000 is owed. As the 
Marine bank has funds im the Atlantic bank 
in Boston, the Everett brought suit for $200,- 
000 in the United States circuit court, and 
attached the fundsin the Atlantic bank. 

THE SITUATION NOT 80 BAD 

Attachments ogfinst the property of Ferdi- 
nand Ward, on the ground that he has ab- 
sconded with intent to defraud, have been 
procured from Judge Donahue by Hotchkess 
& Barnum, William Heath & Co., and Theo- 
dore Wilson & Co., who have sued Grant & 
Ward for small balances. Ward was at the 
office of the firm this morning. All infor- 
mation concerning the future of the Marine 
bank is refused by the officialsof that cor- 
poration, and Bank-Examiner Scribner is 
similarly reticent. Manager Camp, of the 
clearing house, expresses his 
opinions more freely. He says 
there are no new developments in the Marine 
bank failure, but that the situation is not 
nearly so bad as was at first supposed, It is 
now fully asserted on the street that President 
Fish exhibited undue haste in closing the 
doors of the bank, and that the directors 
would not have consented to his action had 
they been made aware of the exact staius of 
affairs. The same is said to be true of the 
Grant & Ward failure, which, it was claimed, 
was brought about by Ward remaining awa 
from businesgand practically losing his head, 

Fish DENOUNCING WARD. 

Captain Ambrose Snow, one of the directors 
and vice-president of the Marine bank, said 
to-day that an informal meeting of the diree- 
tors was held to-day in the private office of 
President Fish to talk over the situation. At 
the request of the board Mr. Fish was present, 
and made a statement giving his version of 
the causes which induced him to close the 
bank yesterday. Fish stated that he 
had come tothe couclusion that Ferdinand 
Ward had deceived him, and was an unmiti- 
gated scoundrel, and finding that his defal- 
cation amounted to $750,000 he had decided 
that the best thing to do was to close the 
bank and save it from utter failure. He also 
stated that he and the other members of his 
family owned three quarters of the stock of 
the bank. Captain Snow said that the 
directors had always had the greatest 
confidence in President Fish’s 
honesty and integrity, and 
they still held to the same opinion. They 
only regretted that Fish had not called a 
meeting of the board and submitted the mat- 
ters to them before he so hastily decided to 
close the bank. ‘They thought that he lacked 
judgment in taking such hasty action. It 
was stated ajso that the bank would probably 
soon be able to resume business, and that 
none of the depositors will lose a cent. 

A DI MONEST BANK TELLER.

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AN INTBERBSTING REVIEW OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF 1871-2. 


A Card From Captein Gry Jackson-Fraucuient 
Bends— the Trat« ef History— fhe Histery of 
Bome Orrtein Proce dings ef the 
Legisisture of 1871 and 1872, 


ATLANTA, May 6, 1884 —Editors Constitu- 
tion: In last Sunday’s issue of your paper 
appeared an article signed ‘‘Voter.” in which 
what purports to be a quotation from a speech 
made by me in November, 1871, when a 
member of the legislature, is given, followed 
by insinuations so totally at variance with 
the truth as to become -ridiculous. It is a 
matter of curious speculation as to the extent 
to which euch charges will be made by gen 
tlemen politically opposed to. me, whose 
assertions are only limited by the breadth 
and scope of their well fertilized imagina- 
tions. The pretended quotation is this: ‘‘Mr. 
Jackson said he was a democrat as long as the 
party acted rightly, and a republican so long 
as the republican party acts rightly.” The 
remarks really made by me were at the time 
published in fullin THE CoNnsTITUTION and sev: 
eral other newspapers, and therefore it is un- 
necessary to refer to the abbreviated report. 


from which the above quotation is taken. | 
feel] assured that those who remember the 
dark days of 9868, 1860, 1870. and who were 
active participants in the great struggle of the 
last mentioned year, will stand by mein the 
contest in which I am now engaged, regard- 
less of the attacks of anonymous writers, and 
it is therefore unnecessary for me to address 
them, Those who were not in sympatiy 
with the redemption of the State from radi- 
calism, and with the emphatic and wise leg- 
islation of the general assembly of 1871—2, 
were opposed to me then, 
are opposed to me now, 
and doubtless will attempt to thwart me in 
any honorable aspirations I may have even 
tothe end. But there area large number of 
voters residing in this congres- 
sional district who are en- 
tirely unacquainted with the condition of 
affairs which brought forth my remarks, and 
with the question then before the house of 
representatives’ I desire to present for their 
consideration the trath—the truth being 
kuown, I do not fear the result. 

When the legislature of 1871-72 met, Gov~ 
error Builock had left the state, and Mr. 
Conley, the president of the last senate, had 
been sworn in as governor. The first question 
which presented itself was whether Mr. Con- 
ley was the legally constituted executive 
He was so recognized over my voice and voie, 
as will appear hereafter. 

Tuer Constitution, which fairly reflected 
public opinion, on the day succeeding this 
action said: 

it was good order yielding to believed temporary 
usurpation for the country’s peace, It was the 
virtue of the state eubmitting to what it had the 
power to Ov rthrow, ratherthan raise difficulty, 
embroil the quiet of the commonwealth, and af 
ford tyrauny a pretext for upiturning the govern: 
ment 

Early in the session- a bill was 
introduced ordering a _ special election 
to fill Governor Bullock’s unexpired term, 
and thus to eject Conley. It provided that 
this election should be had on December 19, 
1881. Under the regular election laws, a suc- 


November, within nine months of the time 
when it was possible py the utmost dispatch 
to install Mr Conley‘s successor to be selected 
at the special election. The democrats had 
full control of the senate, house and treasury. 
Conley was regarded even by his political op- 
ponents as an honest mao. He was powerless 
to do harm.» This bill passed both houses 
bus was of course vetoed by the man who was 
thereby to be ejected from office. On its pas 
sage over the yeto, I made the speech re- 
ferred to The material portions of which, 
were as follows:

Under this 
character of laws have sprang up all the 
monopolies and special privileges to in- 
dividuals and classes at the expense of the 
many, with whien mankind everywhere hes 
been cursed inthe past, and whether. it 
be to eject a governor, or to bestowa bounty, 
or togrant away the public lands, my voe 
willalways be against all special and class 
legisiation. 

When the bill to carry into effect the 
special election law above alluded to was 
on its passage, I stated that thouga I differed 
with the house asto the constitutionality and 
wisdom of the original special act, yet as the 
democratic purty had committed itself to 
that course, | sbouldstand by it to the end, 
‘come weal or woe,’’ and voted for the bill. 

Bat Voter does not stop with the attempted 
quotation from my speech; he proceeds thus: 
“If it was right for Captain Jackson to be a 
republican then, when is it going to be wrong 
fur him to be one? The voices of a tax-ridden 
people from the mountains to the seaboard 
echo—when? Eight anda half millions of 
repudiated bonds in the hands of snarling 
ghouls suggest to every patriot when?’ 

In the intimation of this writer that I have 
ever been a republican in any sense, he sim 
ply states Swhat every honest voter in this 
district knows to be untaue. 

He asserts what is not the fact 
when he intimates that the state of Georgia 
ever ‘‘repudiated a single bond. He attac«s 
the honor of Georgia, and of every member 
of the general assembly of 1871-2 who voted 
= the legislation to which I am about to re- 

er. 

Possibly, ignorance may bejhis excuse, but 
he should learn now that the state in which 
he lives has never degraded itself by ‘‘repu- 
diating’’ any debt, whether held by ‘“‘snarling 
ghouls” or by honest men. 

On November 27, 1871, there came up in 
the house ofzrepresentatives Mr. Lacon’s res- 
olution to deciare void the state’s indorse- 
ment of railroad bonds. I said ‘the resolu- 
tion did not look to repudiation, but I would 
always oppose paying bonds iliegally and 
frandulently issued,’’ and voted for the reso- 
lution.

But ‘repudia- 
tion’ isnottheterm., The state of Georgia 
is merely taking this course torid herself of 
fraudulent contracts into which she never 
entered.” * a . ‘Contracts made 
under legislation in which the gentleman 
now eccupying the executive chair (Mr 
Conley) bore a prominent part.” * * * 
“In the general cleaning out of the Augean 
stables, would wsih no 
higher hovor than to bear the 
torch that sbould set fire to the pile of radical 
iniquity.” * * * “In the veto message, 
reference has been made to the “‘fairname of 
Georgia.’’

Mr, Blaine has been a power in two repub- 
lican national conventions. In 1876 he was 
the leader against whom the other candidates 
combined, resulting in the nomination of 
Hayes. In 1880 Grant had the leading place, 
and Blaine named the candidate. This year 
the man of Maine is stronger than he was in 
eitber 1876 or 1880; he is the leader, and the 
chances are thatif he cannot secure the 
nomination he will become the senior mem- 
ber of the combination that will name the 
candidate. ; 

At first in the convention the great question 
will be, can Blaine win? A few ballots will 
doubtiess determine whether, from the south- 
ern squads, he can get enough votes to give 
him all told the necessary number. He will 
need for that purpose from wD 
to 75 votes, and if the bread-and-butter 
brigade from the south become satisfied that 
Arthur can under no circumstances be nomi- 
nated, itis notimprobable that Blaine will 
get what he sorely needs. How long Arthur 
will remain a candidate after his candidacy 
becomes hopeless, is of course a very import» 
ant feature of the problem; but it is safe to 
assume that he will not withdraw at an op 
portune time for Mr. Blaine. 

When the time for combination arrives, it 
will be ‘‘anybody to beat Blaine” on the Ar. 
thur and Edmunds side. But the arthur and 
Edmunds forces will not be able when ¢om- 
bined to control the convention, er to nomi- 
nate either of the principals, and it is very 
difficult to see where an Artbur-Edmunds 
movement would get any recruits.

The 
tine should be drawn somewhere, and there 
is no better place to draw it than on the laws 
that makethe pension rolls of the United 
States twice as heavy as those of any gov- 
ernment of the entire world.

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REAL REFORM, 

The defeat of the Morrison tariff bill is no 
more significant than its passage would 
bave been. Its defeat simply means that 
there are a number of democrats in the house 
who do not believe in pulling fruit before it 
ig ripe. So far as is known, the bill repre- 
sented no principle beyond the vague for- 
mula that tariff reform is both desirable and 
necessary. The measure itself was meant to 
be, if its champions are to be believed, asa 
sort of ambitious advertisement of the inten-~ 
tions of the democratic party. So far as 
practical tariff reform is concerned, it has 
never been claimed that the Morrison bill 
was at all adequate or satisfactory. It wasa 
compromise at all points—a compromise pre- 
pared by men who refused to compromise 
with their fellow democrats on a mere ques- 
tion of policy; a piece of necessary bun- 
combe; a measure as inapt and untimely as 
to seem fatuous. Nobody dreams that a bill 
so inadequate would have been seriously 
yoted for by real tariff reformers if there had 
been the slightest hope that it could become 


a law. 
Lnder the circumstances we are not dis- 


posed to grumble, but the bill itself and the 
surprising heat and fury of those who cham- 
pioned it are still matters of interest. The 
inysterious always possesses some 
element of interest. If the 
bill had received the unanimous 
support of the democrats in the honse the 
country would be no nearer tariffreform 
to-day than it is now thatthe billis defeated, 
and those who, with clamorous cries and 
furious gestures, have been insisting upon 
passing the bill whether or no have simply 
placed themselves in the attitude of soldiers 
who fire off their guns before going into 
battle. Their claim that the bill was in- 
tended to advertise the purposes of the dem- 
ocratic party so far astariff reform is con- 
cerned, is supremely absurd, in view of the 
democratic vlatiorm, especially the platform 
upon which Mr. Tilden was elected in 1876, 

No amount of speech-making in con- 
gress or editorial writing outside 
of it can change the actual 
condition of things or alter the 
facts of the situation. It must be perfectly 
clear to every voter whois intelligent enough 
to understand the importance of bringing 
about a radical change in the administration 
of public affairs, that anv real reform in the 
tariff, or in any: other direction, must be 
preceded by that most important of all re- 
forms. the reform of the government which 
the people contemplated and hoped for when 
they selected Mr. Tilden as the representative 
of the democratic party, to take charge of 
the administration of public affairs. This is 
the one reform that must precede all other 
reforms—upon which all other reforms de- 
pend, indeed. It is more important by far to 
the voters and tax-payers of the country to 
place the democratic party in charge of the 
government, than to beat the air in behalf 
of a tariff reform that cannot, by any possi~ 
bility, be put in operation, 

Rabbit stew is said to be a very toothsome 
dish; but what is rabbit stew without the 
rabbit? Mr. Morrison and his friends claim 
to have prepared the warm water and the con- 
diments necessary to tariff -reform, but 
these things were prepared long ago by the 
democratic party. The rabbit necessary to 
make the dish complete is the election of a 
democratic president—the contro! of public 
affairs by a democratic administration.

A Maehive Vihich Prints, Folds and Binda* 

There was exhibited in operation at the Frank- 
lin machine works of R. 8. Menamin, Nos. 515-21 
Minor street, Philadelphia, where it was built, a 
Feister printing, folding and binding machine. 
This isarecent inventiin by P. H. Feister, me- 
chanical and scientific ¢ngineer, patented in the 
United Statesand several foreign countries, the 
machine shown being the first one built. By a 
system of cylinders an endless bed-train, carrying 
the type formsand othor devices, the paper for 
the publication to be issued is cut from 


a roll carried on the periphery of a 
large cylinder which, in revolving, presses the 
sheets upon plates which print one side. They 
then pass from the first to a second cylinder, where 
the other side is printed, paste applied, the sheets 
folded, covered, and packed in a trough. ‘he 
plates, which are arranged on the endless bed 
chain, are so laid that though they all pass under 
the two cylinders, the first cylinder makes impres- 
sions only from the plates of the front 
of ithe lesf, and the second from those of 
the back, The whele process is done auto- 
matically and almost silently, and, while on ex: 
hibition yesterday the machine was turning outa 
pam phlet of 36 pages, the only part of which that 
was being fed to the machine wasa cover of a dif- 
ferent quality of paper from that used in the body 
of the publication. 

The capacity of the machine was said to be 
10,000 books of 32 pages each, or 5,000 of 64 pages 
each, perday. Larger machines will turn out, it

KILLED IN THE DARK. 


One Negro Shoots Another and Tries te Hide the 
Dying Body.

WARRENTON, May 7,—Last night about 8 o'clock, 

two negro boys, Josh Ruff and Willie Cody, were 
standiceg near Allen’s corner, Broad street, talking 
very loud when suddenly the report of a 
pistol was heard and a voice cried out im the 
darkness, “Oh, Josh, you have shot me!’’ A 
tussel ensued and one was seen to be carrying the 
other away on his shoulder. About this time 
Marshal Cody and others hurried to the moving 
figures, and discovered Ruff ir the set of 
carrying Cody away on his shoulders, 
An investigation proved Cody to be a wounded 
man, the victim of Ruff, who was carrying him 
away to conceal his crime. Dr Hall was summoned 
and he could do nothing for the wounded manand 
he died a few minutes later. Ruff was arrested 
and was taken to Warren county jail. 
A large crowd had gathered to witness the scene 
of the tragedy, and it created much excite- 
ment.
